affluent  bed  and  bosom  and  ever  returning  and  flowing  tides,  it  will 
easily  carry  on  its  smooth  and  tranquil  surface,  the  products  of  our 
coasting  and  foreign  trade,  not  only  to  the  westward  of  the  Capital 
on  this  created  canal  of  9  miles  in  zig-zag  measurement,  and  over 
which  there  are  37  bridges,  but  also  in  uniting  itself  with  the  Grand 
Junction  canal,  carries  Father  Thames  to  the  Bristol  Channel:—- 
glorious  enterprize  of  persevering  man  and  active  capital  !  of  which 
half  a  million  has  been  expended  ;  inducing  employment  to  thou- 
sands, both  in  excavating  the  earth,  in  building  wharfs  and  ware- 
houses for  merchandize,  and  habitations  for  man  all  along  its  created 
banks  ;  and  in  relieving  the  crowded  streets  of  the  Capital  from  much 
of  their  heavy  and  dangerous  loads,  and  diffusing  the  products  of 
every  clime  to  the  remotest  villages,  towns  and  cities. 
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Calculated  from  New  Astronomical  Tables, 

Founded  on  the  System  of  Gravitation  of  the  great 
Sir  Isaac  Newton  ; — which  Tables  agree  with  the 
Heavens  to  a  wonderful  degree  of  exactness. 


On  the  different  nature  of  the  ECLIPSES  of  the 
Sun  and  of  the  Moon. 

FAR  different,  Sun's  and  Moon's  Eclipses  are ; 
The  Moon's  are  often,  but  the  Sun's  more  rare. 
The  Moon's  do  much  deface  her  beauty  bright, 
Sel's  do  not  his,  but  hide  from  us  his  light 
It  is  the  earth,  the  Moon's  defect  procures, 
'Tis  the  Moon's  shadow  that  the  Sun  obscureg, 
Eastward,  Moon's  front  beginneth  first  to  lack, 
Westward  Sun's  brows  begin  their  mourning  black. 
Moon's  Eclipses  come  when  she  most  glorious  shines, 
Sun's  in  Moon's  wane,  when  beauty  most  declines. 
Moon's  general,  towards  heav'n  and  earth  together, 
Suu's  but  to  eanh,  nor  to  all  places  neither. 


WHILE  Sol  this  year  runs  through  his  annual  eourse, 
his  motion  and  that  of  the  Moon  do  not  so  agree  as 
to  allow  of  many  Eclipses*  Indeed  there  will  only  be  two 
Eclipses  while  the  god  of  day  performs  his  yearly  circuit  \ 
and  then,,  as  I  have  on  former  occasions  told  my  readers, 
they  mlist  both  be  of  the  Sun :  and  generally  too  it  happens, 
as  it  will  this  year,  that  when  there  be  only  two  Eclipses, 
they  are  not  at  all  visible  in  these  Northern  climes. 

The  first  of  these  Eclipses  of  the  glorious  luminary  of 
clay  will  happen  on  Sunday  the  4th  of  March,  that  is,  on 
Shrove  Sunday.  The  conjunction,  according  to  my  tables, 
with  the  latest  improvements,  will  take  place  at  37^ 
•minutes  past  5  o'clock  in  tljte  morning,  Greenwidi  time. 


ECLIPSES,   &c.  37 


In  longitude  95°  53'  East,  and  latitude  8o  gs'  South,  the 
Sun  will  be  centrally  eclipsed  on  the  meridian,  at  36 
ininutesflgkt  5  o'clock  of  our  time.  This  will  be  in  the 
Ocean  l^t  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  near  the  Nicobar 
Islands.  This  Eclipse  will  be  visible  in  the  Southern  parts 
of  Africa,  in  the  Indian  Ocean,  the  East  Indies,  New 
Holland,  and  in  the  Western  Islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
In  soms  of  these  places  (he  Eclipse  will  be  total.  In  the 
land  of  the  Hottentots  the  Sun  will  rise  totally  eclipsed; 
an  aweful  sight  to  those  poor  ignorant  creatures,  and 
will  doubtless  prompt  them  to  some  debasing  supersti- 
tion. In  England,  thanks  to  the  lovers  of  Astronomy 
and  Astrology,  those  wonderous  sciences  !  we  know  bet- 
tar  than  to  bend  our  bodies  like  a  bullrush,  and  cut  our- 
selves with  bits  of  flint,  because  the  Sun  does  not  shine* 
The  Sun  will  set  totally  eclipsed  in  the  Great  Ocean 
North  of  the  Ladrone  Islands.  But  enough  of  this 
Eclipse,  since  few  if  any,  I  expect,  of  my  readers,  will  go 
so  far  from  home  as  to  see  it.  They  that  do  go,  will  not 
be  back,  I'll  warrant  them,  time  enough  for  pancake  day. 

The  second  Solar  Eclipse  this  year,  will  t  ike  place  on 
Monday  the  27th  of  August  ;  but  it,  like  the  former,  will 
be  invisible  here.  The  conjunction  will  happen  at  17 
minutes  past  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  3«  57  of  Virgo  j 
the  Moon's  latitude  being  then  3f  North,  The  Sun  will 
be  centrallly  eclipsed  on  the  meridian  at  13  minutes  past 
3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  of  our  time,  in  longitude  4S° 
22'  West,  and  latitude  14<>  43'  North  :  this  is  in  the  Great 
Atlantic  Ocean,  estward  of  the  Antilles.  Here,  also,  if 
my  tables  are  right,  or  any  thing  near  right  (and  I  know 
of  none  more  correct),  the  Sun  about  the  middle  of  the 
Eclipse,  will  show  a  beautiful  luminous  ring  of  glittering 
brightness,  round  the  dark,  or  eclipsed  part ;  similar  to 
what  was  seen  in  the  great  Solar  Eclipse  last  year,  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Munich,  and  other  well  suited  places 
on  the  Continent  of  Europe.  This  Eclipse  of  which  I  am 
now  speaking  will  be  visible  in  North  America,  and  the 
American  Islands,  as  well  as  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The 
Sun  will  rise  just  beginning  to  be  eclipsed  in  New  Mexico, 
It  will  rise  at  the  commencement  of  the  Annular  appear- 
ance, in  the  bosom  of  the  Californian  Sea.  In  the 
Ethiopic  Ocean,  between  Africa  and  St.  Helena,  the  Sun 
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will  set  just  as  the  ring-like  brightness  goes  off.  Alto- 
gether this  will  be  a  striking  and  beautiful  Eclipse,  to 
those  who  are  lucky  enough  to  see  it,  and  wise  enough  to 
enjoy  such  sights. 

Some  people,  who  fancy  they  know  a  great  deal 
about  Astrology,  notwithstanding,  are  so  ignorant  as  to 
believe,  and  to  teach,  that  invisible  Eclipses  do  not  con- 
cern us  in  their  effects,  or  operations.  I  am  not  of  their 
judgment ;  nor  is  any  propound  Astrologer  whose  works 
I  have  read,  from  Ptolemy  down  to  Kepler  and  Tycho  Brake ; 
from  them  down  to  the  noted  Gadbury,  Lily,  Vincent  and 
Tycho  Wing ;  nor  from  their  times  down  to  the  present 
eventful  age  in  which  we  live.  There  is  no  necessity 
that  the  celestial  agents,  like  terrestrial  archers,  should 
see  the  butt  at  which  they  aim  their  darts  :  they  operate 
by  energy  and  vigour,  not  by  sight  ;  as  saith  the  cele- 
brated Nostradamus.  The  secret  magnetism  of  nature  is 
such  that  it  can  penetrate  the  densest  corporeal  matter  3 
and  there  is  nothing  in  Nature  but  what  must  yield  to 
influence,  be  it  never  so  gross;  like  as  the  air  opens  a  way 
for  the  rapid  motion  of  any  thing  shot  into  it  from  bow 
or  gun.  No,  no  :  be  assured  that  invisible  Eclipses  have 
their  effects,  as  well  as  those  which  are  visible  ->  with  this 
difference,  however,  that  the  more  visible  the  deliquium 
is,  the  more  conspicuous  will  be  its  effects,  et  e  contra. 
Therefore,  you  may  conclude,  that  as  visible  Eclipses  of 
the  luminaries  betoken  great  and  public  actions,  so  in- 
visible ones  may  be  found  to  predicate  private  designs  and 
petty  contrivances.  Fraud  and  treachery  are  first  plotted, 
then  perpetrated.  You  may  here,  also,  take  notice  that 
Eclipses  are  not  in  themselves  invisible;  but  to  some  or 
other  parts  of  the  world,  are  always  visible  and  apparent ; 
so  that  the  term  invisible  relates  only  to  those  parts  of 
this  spacious  Globe  where  such  and  such  an  Eclipse  is 
not  to  be  seen.  It  is  always  found,  that  the  effects  of  an 
Eclipse,  whether  malevolent  or  benevolent,  are  most  ex- 
perienced where  it  is  best  seen.  As,  however,  the  two 
Eclipses  this  year  are  not  visible  in  these  regions,  I  need 
not  waste  either  your  time  or  my  own  in  tracing  their 
tendencies.  If  the  poor  Hottentots  receive  any  good 
from  the  first,  or  the  Americans  from  the  second  y  we 
shall  hear  of  it,  I  have  no  doubt 
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Other  Appearances  and  Occurrences  in  the 
Heavens. 

1.  THAT  noble  Star,  the  Planet  Jupiter,  will  shine 
beautifully  in  the  western  regions  of  the  Sky  as  an  Even- 
ing Star  till  near  the  end  of  March  ;  after  which  he  will 
be  a  Morning  Star,  and  present  a  grand  appearance  in  the 
East,  till  the  middle  of  October.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  the  dull  Planet  Saturn  will  be  considerably  to 
the  East  of  Jupiter,  and  will  set  nearly  two  hours  later. 
They  will,  however,  continue  to  approach  each  other  till 
the  19th  of  June,  when  these  two  Planets  will  be  in  con- 
junction, and  Jupiter  will  be  only  70  minutes  of  a  degree 
north  of  Saturn.  The  last  conjunction  of  the  same  two 
Planets  was  in  July  1S02  ;  and  the  time  before  that  of 
their  conjunction  was  in  November  1782.  Within  the 
next  20  years  we  may  expect  another  conjunction  of  the 
same  Planets.  As  for  this  present  year  1821,  these  two 
Planets,  even  after  their  conjunction,  seem  unwilling  to 
separate,  the  change  in  declination  compensating  for  that 
in  right-ascension.  They  will  gradually  separate  from 
June  the  17th  till  September  the  12th,  when  they  will  be 
nearly  5  degrees  asunder :  after  that  they  will  gradually 
approximate  again  ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when 
they  will  be  both  Evening  Stars,  they  will  not  be  2  de- 
grees asunder.  Saturn's  ring  will  be  seen  very  finely 
through  a  telescope  all  this  year.  Other  remarkable 
conjunctions  of  the  Planets,  this  year  will  be— 

2.  Of  HerschelVs  Planet  and  Mercury,  on  the  8th  of 
January,  when  the  two  Planets  will  be  only  13^  minutes 
of  a  degree  asunder. 

3.  Of  Mars  and  Mercury,  on  the  2d  of  February,  when 
Mercury  will  be  within  a  degree  South  of  Mars.  But 
this  cannot  be  seen  here,  because  both  Planets  will  then 
rise  nearly  with  the  Sun. 

4.  Of  Mars  and  Venus,  on  the  23d  of  March,  when 
Mars  will  be  about  a  third  of  a  degree  North  of  Venus. 
Both  Planets,  however,  will  be  too  near  the  Sun  for 
observation. 

5.  Of  Venus  and  Jupiter,  on  the  10th  of  April,  when 
Venus  will  be  a  third  of  a  degree  South  of  Jupiter. 
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6.  Or  Venus  and  Saturn,  on  the  17th  of  April,  when 
Venus  will  be  about  a  degree  North  of  Saturn.  But  in 
both  these  casos  the  Planets  are  too  near  the  Sun  for 
observation. 

7.  Of  Mars  and  Jupiter,  on  the  26th  of  April,  when  the 
Stars  will  be  only  14  minutes  asunder.  Still  invisible, 
by  reason  of  proximity  to  the  Sun. 

8.  Of  Saturn  and  Mercury,  also  of  Mars  and  Mercury, 
on  the  4th  of  May  3  and  a  conjunction  of  Saturn  and 
Mars  on  the  5th  of  May.    Not,  however,  to  be  observed. 

9.  Of  Mercury  and  Venus,  on  the  1st  of  June,  when 
Mercury  will  be  less  than  a  decree  North  of  Venus/ 
Both  Planets  again  too  near  the  Sun  for  observation. 

10.  In  August,  Saturn,  Jupiter,  and  Mercury,  will  be 
stationary.  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Aries,  and  Mercury  in 
Leo.  In  December,  Saturn  and  Jupiter  will  be  stationary 
again,  and  both  in  Arks,  as  before. 

11.  On  the  1st  of  October,  when  Venus  will  be  a  Morn- 
ing Star,  she  will  be  within  a  degree  of  the  Star  Alpha  in 
Libra. 

'12.  On  the  20th  of  November,  when  Mars  rises  about 
II  o'clock  at  night,  and  comes  to  the  South  about  16 
minutes  past  6  in  the  morning,  the  Planet  will  be  little 
more  than  a  degree  from  the  Star  Alpha  Leonis,  or  Lion's 
heart. 

Such  a  Year  for  Conjunctions,  to  say  nothing  here  of 
Other  aspects,  may  be  expected  to  produce  extraordinary 
events. 


Meteorological  Observations,  &c.  Relating  to  the 
Year  1819  3  with  some  Remarks  on  the  Barometer,  &e. 

Courteous  Reader, 

rFHE  following  Remarks,  which  relate  to  the  Weather  in 
the  year  1819,  are  principally  taken  from  a  correct 
journal  kept  in  Hertfordshire ;  but  now  and  then  com- 
pared with  information  received  from  a  learned  corres- 
pondent dwelling  near  that  fertile  region,  The  Carse  of 
Gourie,  between  Perth   nd  Dundee,  in  North  Britain. 

January  was  on  the  whole  a  tolerable  month  for  the 
season.  In  Hertfordshire,  there  were  14  days  free  from 
rain  or  snow  5  in  Perthshire  13.  Heavy  showers  on  the 
9th  day)  stormy  on  the  10th,  16th  and  I7th.  The  greatest 
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height  of  the  Barometer  was  30.60  inches,  the  least 
height  29.25.  The  Thermometer  fluctuated  between 
58  degrees  and  22  \  the  mean  being  35.86.  In  Perth- 
shire the  mean  temperature  was  37.84. 

February  had  14  fair  days  both  in  England  and  Scot- 
land. Snow  on  the  2d  day,  the  first  this  Season.  Very 
tempestuous  early  on  the  morning  of  the  10th.  Snow 
again  on  the  24th  and  25th.  Barometer  between  30.12 
inches,  and  29.10.  Thermometer  between  51°  and  18°  ; 
mean  39.4  :  mean  in  Perthshire  37. 78  degrees. 

March ;  23  fair  days  in  England,  22  in  Scotland.  Roads 
in  England  about  the  niid<ile  of  the  month  quite  dusty. 
It  was,  however,  "  March  many  weathers."  Barometer 
between  30.2  inches  and  29.  Thermometer  between  60° 
and  29°  ;  mean  48<>.    Mean  in  Perthshire  42.58. 

April;  18  fair  days  on  both  sides  of  the  Tweed.  Thunder 
on  the  7th  day.  On  that  day  and  on  the  2d,  the  Ther- 
mometer was  as  high  as  6So.*  Mean  of  the  month,  how- 
ever, about  46°!  ;  in  Perthshire  45.66.  With  us  the. 
barometer  was  between  30  inches,  and  29.4.  Some 
heavy  rains. 

Mmj;  20  fine  days  with  us,  19  in  Perthshire.  The 
Thermometer  very  high  through  most  of  this  month.  Or 
the  23d  day  it  was  at  73° :  the  mean  of  this  month  was 
52o  :  on  the  2Sth  and  29th  there  were  frosty  mornings  in 
Perthshire 

June  ;  13  days  without  rain  $  and  a  good  deal  of  warm 
weather.  More  than  half  the  month  the  Thermometer 
got  above  70°.  On  the  longest  day  it  got  up  to  7S°  : 
Mean  of  the  Thermometer  in  Hertfordshire  was  57°  4' ; 
in  Perthshire,  55°  43. 

July;  2l  decidedly  fine  and  hot  month:  24  fair  days. 
Barometer  between  29.27  and  30.2.  Thermometer 
above  85°  on  the  4th,  5th,  30th,  and  31st  days.  Mean 
64°  66  in  Herts  ;  63°  12  in  Perthshire.  The  Rain  fell 
chiefly  about  the  new  and  full  Moon. 

August  ^altogether  a  hotter  month  than  the  last,  and 
25  fair  days.  Barom.  between  29.2  and  30.3.  The 
17th  was  the  hottest  day  in  the  year.  Mean  of  the  Jnermo- 
mcter  65°  8S  in  Herts;  63o  13  in  Perthshire.  On  the  last 
day  there  was  heavy  Rain  ;  and  in  some  places  on  the 
Eastern  and  Northern  Coasts,  a  sharp  gale,  approaching 
to  a  hurricane  :  much  mischief  among  the  shipping.

September ;  in  the  whole  a  fine  month,  having  20  fair 
days.  On  the  20th  the  Barometer  stood  higher  than  on 
any  other  day  in  the  year,  being*  30.5  inches  in  Herts, 
30.4  in  Perthshire.  The  mean  of  the  Thermometer  was 
54o  22  in  Herts :  53°  87  in  Perthshire. 

October  had  17  fine  days.  There  were,  however,  smart 
showers  ;  and  on  the  22d  a  heavy  fall  of  Snow.  The  mean 
of  the  Thermometer  in  Herts  was  47°  21  \  in  Perthshire, 
4<5o  68.  More  Rain  than  in  any  month  of  the  year,  ex- 
eept  April. 

November  had  19  fair  days.  Snow  on  the  26th  ;  Frost 
on  the  28th.  Barom.  between  29.  IS  and  30.04.  Therm, 
between  55©  and  21*>.  Mean  in  Herts, '39°  81  j  in  Perth- 
shoe,  36°  7. 

December  was  a  winterly  month,  with  some  severe 
weather.  The  10th  was  the  coldest  day  in  the  year,  wind 
at  N.  W.  the  Thermometer  got  down  to  11°.  For  more 
than  half  the  month  the  Barometer  kept  about  29.3  inches. 
Mean  of  the  Thermometer  in  Herts  35°  32,  in  Perthshire 
33°  45. 

Cdr"  I  here  caution  my  Country  Readers  against  some 
sad  (rash  of  spurious  Altriai  jacks,  most  of  them  Sheets,  " 
published  i:;  the  \r  rth  Counties,  and  sold  without  Stamps, 
which  i^  against  Law,  under  the  titles  of  Paddy's  Watch, 
Paddy  Improved,  The  Poor  Man's  Diary,  &c.

J^OT  to  broach  any  new  Matter  of  Astrology  to  the 
world  ;  but  to  trace  the  vestigia  of  the  old  and  true 
Astrology,  soberly  and  upon  good  grounds,  as  it  is  left 
us  by  the  Sages  of  this  worthy  Science,  now  almost 
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forgotten ;  partly  by  the  tyranny  of  Time,  but  chiefly  by 
the  unjustifiable  practice  of  some  mere  Pretenders  to  this 
Divine  skill,  who  wishing  to  be  thought  wiser  than  ever 
God  and  Nature  intended  Mortals  to  be,  have  taken  the 
boldness  to  skip  beyond  the  lawful  measures,  and  thus 
disgrace  our  Mistress  Urania.  Not,  I  say,  to  abuse 
either  my  Readers,  myself,  or  my  science,  by  trading 
with  the  contraband  wares  of  such  Pretenders,  I  shall 
(Favente  Deo)  in  my  this  year's  lucubrations,  pursue  the 
judgments  and  opinions  of  the  most  learned  Astrolo- 
gians,  and  duly  interpret  the  wonderful  Configurations 
which  Heaven  presents. 

First,  however,  let  me  exhibit  another 

HIEROGLYPHIC 
for  Time  and  the  Curious  to  decypher.

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An  Astrological  Judgment  on  the  Four  Quarters  of 
the  Year  1821,  from  the  Influx  and  Influences  of  the 
Planetary  Orbs,  with  respect  to  the  Afj'avn  of  the 
World.    And  First— 


Of  the  Winter  Quarter,  called  the  Brumal  Ingress. 


S  usual,  I  begin  the  Stellar  Consideration  of  the  New 


Year  with  this  Quarter,  as  ail  the  Quarter  except  the 
first  10  days,  belongs  to  1821.  The  Quarter  commences 
when  Sol  enters  Capricorn,  the  Southern  Solstice ;  which, 
according  to  my  Tables,  he  will  do  on  Thursday  the  21st  of 
December,  1S20,  at  52  min.  past  8  o'clock  in  the  Even- 
ing. If  you  erect  a  scheme  of  the  Heavens  for  this  time, 
you  will  find  11  \  degrees  of  Leo  ascending  in  the  East, 
and  16  of  Taurus  in  Medium  Cceli.  Venus  and  Mercury 
are  found  within  half  a  sign,  in  I  mum  Cceli,  the  House  of 
Relations  >  the  Sun  and  Mars  in  the  House  of  Chil- 
dren; Jupiter  in  the  Occidental  Angle  of  the  House  of 
Marriage  ;  and  Saturn  near  the  Upper  Door,  or  the  House 
of  Death.  The  Moon  is  in  the  House  of  Friends,  and 
bearing  a  trine  aspect  to  Jupiter,  as  well  as  to  Venus. 

This  is  no  usual  appearance  of  the  face  of  the  Heavens  \ 
nor  does  it  piomise  well  to  some  Countries.  Strange 
matches,  strange  births,  and  signal  deaths  have  taken 
place,  a  d  may  be  expected  to  take  place  again.  Happily, 
the  malevolent  Planets  are  far  from  the  Ascendant  j  and 
while  Mars  resides  in  the  House  of  Children,  the  doleful 
business  of  extermination  is  not  very  likely  to  go  on. 
The  position  of  Saturn  seems  to  bespeak  the  Death  of 
some  old  Man  of  note,  and  high,  1  think,  in  Ecclesiastical 
honours.  Perhaps  the  Pope  j  perhaps  some  old  and  ho* 
noured  Bishop  nearer  home. 

Note. — What  1  thought  was  the  Pope  last  year,  was 
evidently  the  poor  Duke  of  Berri,  a  warm  promoter  of 
his  Holiness's  concerns.  Saturn's  influence  is  principally 
amongst  Mpnks  and  Friars,  or  Men  or  Princes  of  ancient 
family.

Below  is  the  Scheme  of  the  Grand  Radix  of  the  Yearns 
Revolution,  or  the  Sun's  Return  into  Aries,  1821.

THIS  Quarter,  usually  so  vivifying  to  Nature,  com- 
mences on  Tuesday  March  the  20th,  at  9  minutes  past 
10  o'clock  in  the  Afternoon  ;  at  which  time  the  Con  figu- 
rations of  the  Planetary  Bodies  will  be  as  above  .shown. 
The  Moon  whkh  is  in  the  House  of  Riches,  has  just  passed 
from  an  opposition  to  Jupiter  and  Saturn.  The  Sun  is 
found  in  Imum  Cceli ;  about  half  a  Sign  from  Venus  and 
Mercury,  who  are  near  together  in  the  last  Sign  of  the 
^Watry  Triplicity.  Saturn,  Jupiter,  and  Mercury  are  seen 
in  the  fifth  Celestial  House.,  the  latter  being  retrograde. 
This  is  a  very  peculiar  ingress,  and  soon  leads  to  active 

r^d  momentous  doings.  The  mutual  workings,  crossings, 
jL      injunctions  of  the  Planets  during  this  Quarter  are 
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very  striking ;  as  the  Courteous  Reader  may  judge  if  he 
looks  to  my  Calendar  columns  for  March,  April,  May, 
and  June,  or  to  my  Summary,  at  pa.  40.  Of  these  Con- 
junctions, the  most  interesting,  as  they  relate  to  Mundane 
Affairs,  are  those  of  Jupiter  and  Mdrs  on  the  26th  of 
April,  of  Saturn  and  Mars  on  the  5th  of  May,  and  of 
Saturn  and  Jupiter  on  the  19th  of  June  :  happily,  how- 
ever, their  effects  will  be  neutralized  in  a  degree,  by  the 
Conjunctions  of  Mars  and  Mercury,  and  of  Saturn  and 
Mercury  on  the  4th  of  May. 

When  Jupiter  and  Saturn  were  last  in  Conjunction, 
in  1S03,  the  effects  were  felt  in  the  renewal  of  the  War 
with  France.  But  a  Conjunction  of  ^  a*10*  <?  nas  usually 
been  much  more  serious.  Astrologers  all  noticed  the 
Conjunction  of  and  %  just  before  the  death  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  How  ominous  was  the  dismal  Conjunction  of 
and  ^  in  Q  in  1644  to  Ireland ;  how  doleful  the  Con- 
junction of  the  same  Planets  in  1646,  to  Duke  Hamil- 
ton ;  how  lamentable  that  of  T2  and  cjin  55,  a.  d.  1650,  in 
consequence  of  the  inundations  in  Holland,  &c.  So 
again,  in  1652,  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  these  unfortu- 
nate Planets  in  Leo,  and  the  effects  in  Rome  in  particular, 
and  in  Italy  generally,  are  recorded  in  the  history  of 
those  times  :  and  of  the  celebrated  Conjunction  in  1658, 
much  was  written  by  the  learned  Lilly  and  Edlyi*. 

It  has  always  been  held  that  such  like  Conjunctions  of 
the  Infortunes  are  the  cause  of  many  eminent  accidents 
to  be  postvenial;  such  are,  private  consultations  and 
active  conspiracies  against  old  and  deep-rooted  Govern- 
ments, popular  murmurings,  commotions,  dearth,  decay 
of  ancient  buildings,  dynasties,  and  families,  piracies  at 
sea,  and  robberies  by  land.  Happily  for  the  dwellers  in 
European  regions,  except  Spain  and  Portugal,  whose  cup 
of  trembling  is  not  yet  full,  the  contents  of  this  baleful 
phial  may  be  expected  to  pour  themselves  most  copiously 
upon  Eastern  nations.  Let  the  Grand  Turk  take  care  of 
himself!  And  if  any  violent  commotions  should  take 
place  in  Persia  or  China,  let  us  hope  it  will  be  over-ruled 
for  good  by  Him,  who  <e  maketh  the  wrath  of  man  to  praise 
Him"  I  wish  the  Emperor  Alexander's  Eastern  domi- 
nions may  not  give  him  tome  trouble. 
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Of  the  Estiwl,  or  Summer  Quarter. 

THIS  Quarter  takes  its  name  ah  Mstu,  because  of  the 
very  great  heat  which  the  Season  often  affords ;  or  else  it 
is  termed  Summer,  Quasi  Sunne  Mehr,  from  the  Germans. 
It  begins  when  the  Sun  enters  Cancer,  and,  according  to 
the  Tables  which  I  employ,  commences  on  Thursday  the 
21st  of  June,  at  40  minutes  past  7  in  the  afternoon. 
From  an  accurate  Scheme  of  the  Heavens,  it  appears,  that 
the  point  of  the  Ecliptic  which  culminates  is  28  of  £t. 
Luna  has  found  her  way  into  the  House  of  Riches ;  but 
she  is  too  much  of  a  gad-about  to  stay  there  long.  Saturn 
and  Jupiter  are  near  neighbours  in  the  House  of  Brothers; 
Mars  is  again  in  the  House  of  Children ; — all  the  better 
according  to  my  notion.  The  Sun,  Venus,  and  Mercury 
are  in  the  Occidental  angle.  Some  Marriage,  I  suppose, 
between  a  rich  beauty,  and  a  dandy  vagabond,  who  cares 
more  for  her  money  than  for  her.  In  the  course  of  this 
Quarter,  1  fear  the  appearance  of  some  dreaming  Enthu- 
siasts, and  some  violent  Politicians ;  whose  efforts,  how- 
ever, may  counteract  each  other.  By  the  bye,  will  be 
stationary,  and  deliberate  on  the  mischief  he  designs. 
Howbeit,  I  fear  no  wars  at  present  to  break  forth,  in 
which  we  shall  be  concer  ned.  God  grant,  that,  notwith- 
standing the  Aspect  of  the  Planets,  "  Nations  may  learn 
war  no  more."  The  contingencies  in  this  Quarter  will,  in 
all  probability,  be  more  benevolent  than  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding Quarters ;  and  I  think  "  the  Vallies  will  stand  thick 
with  Corn,  and  the  Fields  laugh  and  sing."  Whatever  may 
be  the  troubles  in  North  and  South  America  (where 
divisions  that  have  been  long  sown,  must  spring  up  into 
a  plenteous  crop),  there  will  happen  to  these  Kingdoms 
much  more  of  weal  than  of  woe  during  the  Sun's  passage 
through  as,  SI  andiij.
